your last issue of the “Star”, 
I would like to pass the fol- 
lowing comment: 

Your articte mentions Cr. 
Cresser made it quite clear 
that action had been taken by 
the Council in providing ne- 
cessary bridges, etc., so that 
a drain could be constructed 
which would relieve 
swamp in the event of flood- 
ing of the Kororoit Creek. 

Cr. Cresser also stated that 
the drain was not going to be 
built at present because of a 
disagreement between the 
Council and the MM.3B.W. 
over 2 final drainage scheme. 

Cr. Ginifer said that the 

Board of Work will not- pro- 
ceed with the drainage scheme 
unless the Council give the 
Board an “Open Cheque” on 
Altona Sports Park and that 
the Board has the Council 
over a barrel. 
Strangely enough the day 
following the Council meeting, 
two reprentativs of the 
Board of Works called at my 
home and spent some time dis- 
cussing the flood problems and 
inspecting points I was able 
to show them where 1919 
floods had risen to. 

These representatives, with 
or without authority, said the 
Council had the Board of 
Works “over a barrel” and 
were holding up the whole 
drainage scheme on which the 
Board was prepared to spend 
all the money necessary. I can 
only be sure of one thing— 
we the ‘residents are “in the 
barrel”. 

The “Open Cheque” referred 
to on.Altona Sports Park, ac- 
cording to the Board’s repre- 
senraiives, is that the Board 
wants to scoop a causeway 
through to the sea between 
pines and the old grandstand 
sea of excess water from the 
Kororoit Creek in an emer- 
gency. Any flooding that did 
occur would not materially 
affect the ground no matter 
what was planned for this area 
in the future—in fact it could 
ao it good, 

Some councillors favour 
building levee banks to retain 
the water to the creek course. 
This is considered impractic- 
able, because land that now 
drains into the creek would 
not be able to do so and fur.

Enforced 


“Things at Campbelli’s Cove have become out 
of hand and regulations must be enforced,” reported 
Cr. Earl to Werribee Council at the meeting last 
week. 

He said in view of the general set-up at Camp- 
bell’s Cove, South Riding Councillors (Crs. Bellin, 
Baillie and Earl) had a conference with Mr. Dawe 
of the Lands Department and they ail agreed the 
regulations governing the Foreshore Reserve should 
be enforced. The regulations were Gazetted in 
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-March, 1931. 


Important points in the re- 
gulations are — “no person 
shall use or cause to be used 


any bathing-box or _boat- 
douse for residential pur- 
poses” — “no residences shall 


m any circumstances be erect- 
2d without the premission of 
the Board of Land and Works” 
—boat-houses, bathing-boxes, 
sents, booths or other struc- 
sures cannot be erected with- 
Jut the permission in writing 
of the Board of Management 
(Werribee Shire Council). 

Cr. Earl suggested sending 
zach site-holder a copy of the 
cegulations, pointing out ap- 
plicable clauses and giving the 
venants a certain amount of 


time to comply with the re- 
gulations. Also their attention 
should be drawn to the Health 
Inspector’s report presented 
to the Council on January 16 
{Details of this report were 
published in “The Star” on 
January 23, 1964). He said en- 
forcing the regulations will 
solve some of the problems in 
the Health Inspector’s report. 

Cr. Earl then moved that a 
copy of the regulations and a 
letter specifically pointing out 
certain sections ‘be sent to 
sitehholders and that they be 
given six months to comply 
with the regulations.

Tennis. 


The mecca of numerous 
young tennis players to- 
day would be to reach 
the stage .where they 
could play in a Davis Cup 
Challenge Round. 


Seaholme resident Merv. 


Rose, is one who was able to 


reach that stage and rub 
shoulders . with and against 
many of the big names of 
world tennis, both amateur 
and professional. 


Rose got away to an early 


start where championships 
were concerned, as in 1943 he 
was Under 14 Schoolboy 


Champion, and up until the 
time he was 16, he won all the 
schoolboy events he had com- 
peted in. 

Tennis coach Mick Sweet- 
nam, who saw Rose in action 
at Kooynog, was responsible 
for bringing him through in- 
terclub tennis to eventually 
play interestate and finally 
reach international class. 

When playing in the pennant 


- {class ranks Rose represented 


the Grace Park Club, of which 
he is now a Life Member. 

Rose at 18 years of age 
played interstate tennis, as in 
1948 he was a member of the 
winning Linton Cup team, 
which is played for by leading 
interstate junior players; also 
n 1949 he was again an inter- 
in 1949 he was again an inter- 

He was selected for an over- 
seas tour in 1950, and he ac: 
‘companied top Australians 
Sedgman, McGregor, Worth- 
ington and Bromwich with 
Harry Hopman as manager on 
this trip. And in 1951 Rose 
vepvesented Ausiralia as a 
Singles player in the Davis 
Cup series of that year -— the 
game being played in Sydney. 

In the 1957 Davis Cup final 
held in Melbourne, Rose and 
his partner Mel Anderson were 
successful in defeating top 
American doubles pair Seixas 
and McKay. 

During his career as an ama- 
teur, Rose won numerous Sin- 
gles titles throughout the 
world, and ‘these included the 
Australian, French, Italian, 
German, Austrian and Spanish 
events. 

At Wimbledon in 1954, Rose 
partnered Rex Hartwig to a 
win in the Men's Doubles title. 
Other men’s doubles titles 
events in which Rose has been 
successful, are the French, 
American (twice) and Aus- 
tralian (twice). 

He also partnered American 
star female player Darlene 
Hard: in Wimbledon Mixed 
Doubles finals in which they 
became. title holders on two 
occasions. 

Prior to turning professional 
in 1959 which meant plenty of 
travel, Rose had already played 
in all the major cities of the 
world, even featuring in a 
trip to “Behind the Iron Cur- 
tain”. Also featured among his 
overseas trips was to be amid 
the revolution in Buenos Aires 
during 1956, and while com- 
peting in Venezuela, Rose and 
his team-mates had armed 
guard protection at the time 
of an uprising-in that city. 

With partner Clive Wilder- 
spin, he was the first tennis 
player to visit Japan after the 
Second World War. E 

During his eighteen months 
with the Kramer professional 
troup, Rose covered miles of 
territory, and on one tour of 
Africa with the aid of air tra- 
vel, they played 29 matches in 
21 days at different venues. 














Rose has followed his profes- 
sion as a tennis player by be- 
coming:a coach in that sphere 
and his time is taken up every 
day of the week coaching 
among schools and clubs. 
Under the guidance of Merv. 
Rose, it is safe to say many 
players would have benefited 
from his knowledge and exper- 
jence in world class tennis.
